Yesterday’s conflagrations and for 
est fires took toll of one life, Michael 
Buchite, of Emily, who dropped dead 
from heart failure, following exhaus­ 
tion while fighting the forest 
fire 
west of Emily. 
The forest fires surrounding Brain­ 
erd which covered an area of be­ 
tween 15,000 to 20,000 acres of land 
also did damage to Minnesota’s for­ 
ests of thousands of dollars, and the 
lowering to the ground of one school 
house, three barns, one house and 
IOO tons of hay at 
Maple 
Grove 
township in Cass county, and one 
two-story house, a barn 
and 
two 
granaries in Crow Wing township. 
Danger was felt for the cottages 
at Gull lake where a huge fire raged 
but the fire fighters through their 
valiant service, were able to prevent 
any damage to the cottages. 
Twelve fires raged in eight differ­ 
ent townships of three counties, Crow 
Wing, Morrison and Cass, the fires 
being located at the following places, 
Crow Wing county, section 28, Crow 
W ing township; sections I and 12, 
Sibley township; section 13, Crow 
W ing township. 
Morrison county: 
sections 14 and 23, Prairie 
town­ 
ship; section 35. Clough 
township.

Fire in Crow Wing township re­ 
sulted in the burning of a two-story 
a n il.contents, and a 
granary owned by John 
Vanasse;

Gildart; 
two hay stacks and a straw 
owned by Louis Bourassa; b$rn ‘ arid!

A hard fight saved the two-story 
house, barn and sheds 
owned 
by 
Peter Dechaine while fire 
fighters 
were successful in saving the hay of 
George Eschenbacher. 
Today the fires are under coptrol, 
E. H. Rhodes, forest ranger, stated, 
but yesterday fire left in its wake 
destruction abd one death. 
In all over 300 to 400 fire fighters 
were out fighting the flaming demon 
as it roared its way through forests, 
fields of grass, jumping roads, sweep­ 
ing everything before it. The strong 
wind helped it along and worry was 
felt that the fires might get beyond 
control and make a clean sweep. 
Reports of fires and requests for 
assistance kept State Forest Ranger 
E. H. Rhodes busy at his office in 
the court house all day, directing 
the different crews. 
Endless numbers of telephone mes­ 
sages were received by him from the 
different deputies as to their prog­ 
ress in combatting the fires. 
Brainerd contributed to the fire 
fighting cause 75 recruits who were 
sent out from here to the different 
fires. 
Chief Roy N. Zierke of the 
city police department, and

Abrahamson rendered valuable aid 
in gathering up the men.

After five months of ex­ 
periment a report unfavorable to Mes­ 
mer was returned, after which Mes­ 
mer retired to the country, with a for­ 
tune amounting to 340,000 francs. He 
died in ISIS, at the age of eighty-one.
